allowed to get a foothold and has 
already dono serious damage to ear- 
ly potatoes. 


Big Growers Carelesa 


In Waupaca county one of the 


great potato producing counties, al- 
ready loss is being reported, and in 
the southern portions of the state 
small and immature potatoes are be- 
ing dug because the leaf hopper has 
got in its work. 


Serious loss from the leaf hoppe-, 


the entomologists of the State De- 
partment of Agriculture say, is un- 
necessary, as careful 
and timely 


spraying will destroy the insect. If 
potato raisers will BOW watch the 
iate crop loss can be prevented. 
In 


its directions sent out to the potato 
raisers the department says: 


Most of the damage is done by the 


young insects which stay on the un- 
der sides of the leaves and run rap- 
idly bat do not hop.
